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With a World’s Fair in progress on this side of the Atlantic 
and a European war being waged on the other side, reliable 
factual information in clear untechnical English becomes even 
more important than ever before. The choice of an encyclopedia 
calls for discrimination and comparative knowledge of books. At 
the close of the World War, Guy Stanton Ford, then dean of the 
University of Minnesota and now its president, began editorial 
work on a new and popular encyclopedia for children, based on 
sound educational principles. A few years later Compton’s 
Pictured Encyclopedia was published and widely accepted for its 
pictorial appeal and the readable form of its articles. Dr. Ford's 
aim to combine scientific and historical accuracy with an interest- 
ing and readable presentation had been notably successful. Facts 
were treated in a way to arouse interest, they had not only been 
given color, significance, and emphasis, but they had been related 
to other essential facts in a new way. Here, in short, was an 
encyclopedia in which science and history carried the thrill of 
fresh discovery and associative values. And because it was so 
new and interesting a treatment of encyclopedic material it has 
taken years of unremitting revision and enlargement to give it the 
high place it now commands among reference books for children 
and young people not only in this country but in England and 
Sweden as well. A recent illustrated article about China is in- 
dicative of the care which is taken to present facts rather than 
propaganda during a war period in any country.

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The 500th Anniversary of Printing 


By Frepertc G. MELCHER 


HE observances connected with the sooth Anniversary of Printing give all libraries 

an opportunity and obligation to take community leadership. In every community 

there are a score of different groups which have a natural and inevitable interest in 
emphasizing through this anniversary the importance of printing through its five cen- 
turies of history. This celebration gives support to everything for which the library stands. 
For many months both librarians and those interested in the graphic arts have been look- 
ing forward to this date—not that the exact year of the invention of printing from 
movable type is known, but by general consent through the centuries the year ’40 has 
been used as the date for the anniversary of what happened in the Rhine Valley 500 
years ago. 

Because so many and varied groups were interested in this anniversary, with the con- 
sequent need of some central clearing house for suggestions and information, the Ameri- 
can Institute of Graphic Arts took the initiative and formed a Printing Anniversary Com- 
mittee. This committee has established an office of its own at 285 Madison Avenue, New 
York City, and since July 1 has had in Will Ransom a competent, interested, and enthu- 
siastic secretary. This organization of the work has been made possible by a grant from 
the Carnegie Corporation. 

A committee of 14 to guide and direct the work has been gathered, including represen- 
tatives of all types of printing interests—libraries, museums, universities, printers, paper 
makers, and users of printing. The library point of view has been represented by Dr. 
Harry M. Lydenberg, director of the New York Public Library, Dr. Hellmut Lehmann- 
Haupt of Columbia University, John Archer, of the New York Public Library, and 
Henry W. Kent, former president of the American Institute of Graphic Arts and secretary 
of the Metropolitan Museum. 

This committee has placed its emphasis on the encouragement of the observances and 
in no way undertakes to direct what any community or group shall plan to do. In pursu- 
ance of this program the committee immediately made contacts with all national groups 
that are naturally interested in this anniversary, urging each one to play its full part in 
celebrating the importance of printing from movable type and always suggesting that such 
observances should take on a community character. In each case it would be especially 
suitable that the library should be the initiator or clearing house for ideas. 

Among the groups approached there is naturally a particular interest among the printing 
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craftsmen through their various organizations; among the schools, not only because of the 
historical importance of printing but because of the many printing schools and classes 
throughout the country; among the booksellers, the publishers, and the newspapers, with 
the latter represented in communities of every size. In addition to these groups the 
churches are interested in the subject because Bibles have been the landmarks of printing 
history. Authors, because of their interest in the material form in which their books are 
circulated, are glad to cooperate as are artists because of their increasing importance in 
the beautification of books. All the learned professions are interested because the book 
has been the means by which their professional background has been built up and the 
future of their profession assured. 

The opportunities afforded are more easily understood after reviewing the number of 
other anniversaries which happen to coincide with the all-important celebration of the 
invention of movable type. Four hundred years ago in 1539 the printing press was first 
put to use on this continent in the City of Mexico. Three hundred years ago the Stephen 
Daye Press in Cambridge produced the first book printed in the United States, The Bay 
Psalm Book. Two hundred and fifty years ago the first paper mill was established by Wil- 
liam Rittenhouse at Philadelphia. Because Benjamin Franklin’s name is so closely con- 
nected in practice and in sentiment with the history of the use of the press in this country, 
it will be noted that his death occurred 150 years ago in 1790. Any one of these anniver- 
saries would be an important enough occasion for libraries as the conservators of books to 
observe, but the combination headed by the semi-millennial of the art of printing itself 
gives an opportunity for displays of every kind and for talks and discussions of the most 
varied character. 

The steps taken by the Printing Anniversary Committee to give practical aid to libraries 
are many. In the first place it has set up through national releases, magazine articles, and 
broadcasts a background on the significance of this anniversary which will give added 
importance to every local community observance. In this national publicity the committee 
will be fully and ably abetted by the publicity agencies of the American Library Associa 
tion, who are taking their full share in making this observance of nation-wide interest. 

The anniversary headquarters sent out a month ago a bulletin board poster for libraries 
announcing the coming anniversaries and using for the first time the artistic printer’s 
mark which W. A. Dwiggins has designed as a symbol of the occasion. This design will 
be used on all posters, announcements, and printing of every kind. Logotypes of this 
design are available for local use through any office of the American Type Founders 
Corporation at 35¢ each. 

There is now ready a 16-page manual of suggestions which will be of great practical 
usefulness to any library or local group. This has already been sent out to a large mailing 
list of libraries, but if any have not received a copy, one can be had gratis from the 
Printing Anniversary Committee, at 285 Madison Avenue. This manual describes the 
reason for the anniversary, methods by which this anniversary can be made a community 
affair, with suggestions of half a hundred types of exhibitions that could be put on in a 
local library, museum, hall, or school. It lists all the groups that are naturally interested 
in such an anniversary with the idea that if the library takes the initiative it will not over- 
look any local interests. It rehearses the important steps in the history of printing from 
1440 to date, a chronology that will help speakers, and it gives a selected bibliography 
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for use at the reference or information desk. This bibliography will be checked by libraries 
to see if their shelf on the history and practice of printing is sufficiently complete. Fifteen 
starred items, recommended for first use, are included in this check list. 

The Anniversary Committee is offering another very useful service in the form of a 
portfolio of reproductions in careful facsimile of material of great value to libraries and 
schools in preparing exhibits for this anniversary, material which can be used again and 
again afterwards. This portfolio includes a facsimile in two colors of a page of the Guten- 
berg Bible, a page from the Fust and Schoeffer Psalter, a page from the first book printed 
in Mexico 400 years ago Manual de Adultos, and two pages in collotype from the Bay 
Psalm Book printed in Cambridge 300 years ago, each in actual size. In the portfolio will 
be included several very useful booklets of great value for reference on the subject of 
printing history: The New York Times, History of the Recorded Word; Some Facts 
Concerning the Invention of Printing, by Douglas C. McMurtrie; and 26 Lead Soldiers, 
a Salute to Printers, by Evelyn Steel Little, the latter being originally a 15-minute broad- 
cast. It will also contain a reproduction of a painting by Hillemacher, entitled “Gutenberg 
and Fust with the First Printing Proof.” This portfolio is available to librarians as long 
as the edition of 500 copies lasts at $1.50 a set, postpaid. 

At the headquarters of the Anniversary Committee reports are coming in of various 
exhibits, meetings, and broadcasts that are being undertaken and libraries are asked to 
report to the secretary any plans made in order that the full scope of the anniversary 
observances may be recorded. 

The whole year of 1940 is an anniversary year, although at Mainz the observances in 
honor of Johann Gutenberg will reach their height as heretofore on St. John’s Day in 
June. Most of the meetings here, however, are likely to be held in the early part of the 
year, in the first few months is suggested by the committee, in order that each observance 
may have the backing of the interest created by all the other activities. The celebration 
may have been said to have begun in September with the great Graphic Arts Exhibition 
held in New York, at which time the government issued the commemorative stamp 
showing the Stephen Daye Press. This press was set up in 1639, although no copies are 
preserved of the political broadside or the almanac which it produced in that year. The 
first book from that press appeared in the following year. 

The John Carter Brown Library in Providence now has an exhibit on display of early 
New England products of the press, and the other libraries of the city are staging exhibits 
at the same time. The Boston Public Library has laid its plans for an exhibit at the turn 
of the year. In New York, where the libraries are working in cooperation under the 
leadership of the New York Library Club, there will be several highly important exhibits 
—at the Morgan Library, the New York Public Library, New York Historical Society 
Library, and Columbia University Library. Columbia University inaugurated the anni- 
versary with an official meeting called by Dr. Butler on January 11 to which were invited 
all of the various interests in the city connected with books and printing. 

In Chicago, Dr. Theodore Koch, librarian of Northwestern University, and well known 
for his continuous interest in the arts and printing history, has accepted the chairmanship 
of a sponsoring committee and many leading authorities will be associated with him. 
In the same city the Printing Craftsmen will prepare observances along technical lines. 

In California there is a committee with Samuel T. Farquhar, of the University of 
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California Press, as chairman. At the Cleveland Library Dr. Charles E. Rush is preparing 
to make a community observance with a great variety of exhibits using this occasion to 
bring into library activity many varied organizations of the city. The Enoch Pratt Free 
Library will lead Baltimore in community observance and there will be exhibits of many 
rarities including books from the famous Walters’ Collection of incunabula. The Phila- 
delphia Library has fine plans with a committee headed by Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach; two 
exhibits are planned, one of incunabula and the other of early New England material. 
Other cities already heard from are Indianapolis, Montreal, St. Paul, Toledo, and Bangor. 
At the University of Texas there exists a very special interest in Mexican printing. The 
Library of Congress is now having an exhibit commemorating the 4ooth anniversary of 
printing in the New World and an important descriptive catalog has been issued on the 
85 rare items which are displayed. 

The interest of the libraries in taking advantage of and becoming sponsors for these anni- 
versary celebrations lies in many directions. Those who themselves re-read the history 
of the press from the great days when Gutenberg was experimenting in secret, when Fust 
and Schoeffer took over and produced that printing miracle, the 42-line Bible, will find 
new inspiration in their work among books. Type-casting and the use of movable types 
spread like magic over Europe and there are the great stories of Aldus with his editorial 
program of popular priced books; of Caxton, the great English businessman of Bruges 
who brought the printing press to England, and of Plantin and his struggles to carry on 
his work in war-torn Antwerp. Of Didot, of Baskerville, of Franklin, of Bodoni, of 
Isaiah Thomas of Worcester, of Mergenthaler and Lanston, inventors of miracle machines. 
of the pioneer printers who put the press to work in developing these United States, of 
the modern revival in the interest in printing from Morris down to the present day— 
these records are full of perpetual interest to the collectors and users of books. 

The same decades which have seen this revival of printing have seen the introduction 
into the field of human expression of the motion picture, the radio, and the growth of 
photographic and recorded film into greater use. All these are welcome aids to the pres- 
ervation and dissemination of culture, but no invention has as yet appeared that can 
supplant the printing press in its power to keep available records of the past and to 
serve us when we wish and where we wish with information and inspiration. If this 
anniversary supplies an opportunity for the lovers of printing and books to convey to 
others some sense of their enthusiasm, 1940 will have been a landmark in library history
